How | War Change-Over of Plants 
Will Affect Missouri Jobless Pay 


Workers Forced Out Will Be Limited to State 
Benefits as Result of Action of 
-. House Committee, 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 21.— 
Workers in Missouri, who have 
been or who will be deprived of 
employment by conversion. of fac- 
tories from their normal work to 
wartime production, will be lim- 
ited to the unemployment bene- 
fits prescribed by the State law, 
as a result of the action of the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
in rejecting the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration 300 million dollar program 
of unemployment benefits. 

While the original bill has been 
shelved there is still the possibil- 
ity of a new measure being framed 
to add to the benefits the workers 
would receive under the Missouri 
law and other State laws. 

The Roosevelt program proposed 
to add 20 per cent to the benefits 
granted under state laws, and to 
have the benefits extend for a 
maximum of 26 weeks, instead of 
the 16 weeks provided in the Mis- 
souri law. 

Unless there is additional legis- 
lation Missouri workers; who 
would have received a maximum of 
$21.60 a week, will receive a maxi- 
mum of $18 a week, and payments 
to them will end after 16 weeks. 
Payments under the Missouri law 
range from $5 to $18 a week, de- 
pending on the amount of ge 
the worker had been receiving and 
the length of time he had been 
employed. It works out generally 
that the worker receives about one- 
half his previous wage, byt in no 
case more than $18. ; 

The . Missouri Unemployment 
Compensation fund now contains 
approximately 82 million ’ dollars, 
which the Missouri Commission 
considers abundantly adequate to 
meet any demands which might be 
made on it. The Missouri Com- 
mission’ opposition to the Roose- 
velt bill was that it would amount 
to federalization of unemployment 
compensation in Missouri, and that 
the Missouri law would take care 
of needs in this state. 

Andrew J. Murphy Sr. vice 
chairman of the Commission, ap- 


peared before the House commit- 
tee in opposition to the bill. He 
estimated that 40,000 workers in 
Missouri would be affected by the 
change-over to war work. 


Murphy said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter the estimate was a liberal 
one and that by June 1, in his 
opinion, there would be no unem- 
ployment in Missouri of persons 
who wanted to work. “In fact,” he 
added, “we expect to put about 
20,000 women to work because 
there will .not be enough men 
available.” 

He told the House committee 
there were about 850,000 Mis- 
sourians covered by the unemploy- 
ment compensation act, with about 
19,500 on the unemployment rolls, 
and that for those covered the 
average wage was $19 a week. 
Some‘ 400,000, he said, averaged 
less than $20. 

Murphy made a suggestion, .in 
which the committee appeared in- 
terested, that the bill, instead of 
providing simply for pay during a 
temporary period of wunemploy- 
ment, set up a program for train- 
ing the men thrown out of work 
for war production jobs, It was his 
idea that compensation during the 
training period be about half the 
prevailing wage paid in the occupa- 
tions they had had to give up. 

His opposition to the bill was 
not to the 300 million appropria- 
tion but to provisions interpreted 
by the Missouri commission and 
those of some other states as open- 
ing the way for federalization of 
State unemployment compensation 
programs. 

Elmer J. Keitel, chairman of the 
Commission, said there had been 
no breakdown of causes of unen# 
ployment, and that he could not 
state the number of persons unem- 
ployed because of war production 
changes. The number, he said, ap~ 
peared to be small. 

The total paid out’ in unemploy- 
ment benefits in 1941 in Missouri 
was approximately $5,500,000, a 
drop from the 1940 payments, which 
totaled $7,500,000.

The others were sure it was a 
rescue party ‘but Capt. Henry 
Steele, formerly attached to the 
public relations office at Singa- 
pore, and I feared it was a Jap- 
anese patrol. Our skipper said 
he would surrender if it were the 
enemy. Steele and I, in a quick 
huddle, decided we’d make a break 
for the jungle or the center island 
in the slim hope of hailing a 
fishing craft. We weren’t going to 
get caught by the Japanese after 
all we'd been through. . 

An hour later our lifeboat re- 
turned, reporting the launches be- 
longed to a rubber planter on a 
nearby island who would try to 
take us off at nightfall. 

Ja Bombings. 

Our hopes were dimmed soon 
after by the drone of Japanese 
planes. Up and down the beach 
they flew. They circled off and then 
we heard bombs exploding. They 
circled over us again and we heard 
more bombs. This process contin- 
ued for two hours but this time 
we were not the victims but two 
ships sheltering on the lee side of 
one of the islands near us. Toward 
noon, a formation of seven bomb- 
ers circled over our stricken ship. 
We saw two bursts forward. 

The old pride of the Yangtze 
reared by the stern. Our captain 
turned away and took off his cap. 
It was the first and only sign 
of emotion he displayed. 

Our first officer and the doctor 
went off in a launch in the early 
afternoon to see if the other ships 
needed help. 

Wait Through Afternoon. 

We waited all afternoon, know- 
ing if we didn’t get off that night 
we probably never would for we 
could hear Japanese planes comb- 
ing the air over the area, 

The first and only muster of the 
ship’s company and supercargoes 
disclosed 131 men, one woman, one 
Australian soldier, one sailor bad- 
ly burned and three others slightly 
injured. One Chinese soldier was 
killed by bombs. 

After sundown, the first officer 
returned and reported he had 
taken off six. badly wounded 
women from the other ships in 
which casualties were heavy. All 
hands were ordered to the beach. 
We waited an , knee-deep in 
water, while the officers decided 
on how to get us out to the 
launches for the tide was far out 
and even our lifeboats could not 
approach within a half-mile. 

Steps Into Hole. 


We were ordered finally to make 
our way as best as we could and 
the next 45 minutes were the worst 
I ever experienced as I clambered 
over coral rocks and slipped into 
holes.

No taxi was available éo we hired 
pony carts and drove to the rail- 
way station during a beating of

Half an hour later we detrained 
at the port. The effects of an 
earlier bombing were visible every- 
where. Twice during the day an 
alert was sounded but no planes 
appeared. Later in the afternoon 
we saw the most beautiful sight I 
ever expect to see—a British de- 
stroyer, hull down on the horizon, 
steaming full speed toward the har- 


bor. 
Go Aboard. 


Half an hour later, the destroyer 
was alongside. Officers quickly 
and efficiently shepherded us 
aboard. There were allotted spaces 
for 176 men, Women and children— 
British soldiers and sailors, Ameri- 
cans and Dutchmen from Sumat- 
ran oil fields,‘rubber planters and 
six weary members of the last 
party from Singapore. 

The officers and men quickly 
made us at home and as comfort- 
able as the cramped cabin and 
deck space on the destroyer would 
allow, 

When I congratulated one officer 
on the efficiency of the embarka- 
tion he laughingly said it was an 
old story for them for they had 
been “rescuing the army from Nor- 
way to Tobruk.” 

The steel] decks were no softer 
than wet sand, but I. was too ex- 
hausted and too thankful to care 
so long as we: were speeding 
toward Java, and speed we did for 
this morning, just seven and a half 
days since we left the flaming 
Singapore waterfront, we disem- 
barked at friendly Batavia.

HUS this is the first war in 

& which the United States has 
ever faced an alliance of enemies 
in both oceans. Though it has 
long been known that we might 
eventually be at war with Japan, 
our national policy and our naval 
doctrine have always rested on the 
comfortable premise that the At- 
lantic would be safe under the 
control of British sea power, and 
that our whole force could be con- 
centrated. against Japan. But in 
this war, having hesitated for 
ears to reinforce the British and 
led forces in the Atlantic, hav- 
ing ‘risked the fall of France and 
the weakening of Britain, we are 
no longer able to deploy our whole 
concentrated power against Japan. 


This, too, is our first great war 
in which our part is not incidental 
but central. Our parts in the 
Napoleonic wars was incidental. 
Our part in the war of 1917 was 
that of a-powerful auxiliary pour- 
ing. reinforcements into a battle 
line which was being held by the 
Allies and over sea communica- 
tions which, though threatened, 


do not fit ourselves into a prepared 
position. We have to make our 
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in which the control of the Atlan- 
tic from Iceland to Argentina was 


not something which need trouble |: 
us. 


Faced with the actual war which 
through four years of wilful blind- 
ness we have allowed to deteriorate 
desperately to our. disadvantage, 
we are compelled to improvise a 
wholly new strategical policy ‘and, 
what is perhaps even more im- 
portant, radically different tactical 
methods. Our battleship losses at 
Pearl Harbor make the matter 
considerably worse, but even if the 
battleship fleet were intact, we 
should still be in a situation which 
ig radically different from that 
which national opinion and naval 
doctrine were prepared for. In- 
deed, there is ground for wonder- 
ing whether if we had been able 
to put into operation our original 
pré-Pearl Harbor plans, we might: 
not, like the British with their bat- 
tleships at Malaya, have run into 
a still greater and more irretriev- 
able disaster. \
